The 
African  varieties  are  tall,  from  one  to  three  feet,  and  as  a usual 
thing  produce  large  double  blossoms.  The  French  Marigolds  are 
more  of  a dwarf  nature,  and  are  better  suited  for  edges  and  bedding 
purposes.

This  is  the  prize-winning  strain,  and  is  from  the  best  seed  to  be 
obtained.  These  plants  are  of  a robust  nature,  and  often  bear 
flowers  measuring  from  five  to  six  inches  across.  Of  this  strain  I 
have  six  of  the  best  colors :
